Nelson admitted on Wedn es­ 
day that he au thorized a pay ­ 
men t of $10,000 in ten ded for 
Con n ally , a former Tex as gov ­ 
ern or an d later Treasu ry secre­ 
tary du rin g Presiden t Nix on ’s 
first term. 
Con n ally , who was in dicted 
on Mon day for acceptin g the 
$10,000, has said he is in n ocen t 
an d that he will fight the 
charge. 
Nelson , 56, of San An ton io, 
Tex ., pleaded gu ilty before U.S.

retary , Norman Sherman , was 
charged alon g with a bu sin ess 
partn er, John Valen tin e, with 
misdemean or cou n ts of aidin g 
an d abettin g the $82.000 don a­ 
tion .

Nelson was released withou t 
bon d in the cu stody of his law­ 
y er, An thon y Nicholas of San 
An ton io.

Nelson admitted that as gen ­ 
eral man ager of Associated 
Milk Produ cers In c., the n a­ 
tion ’s largest dairy -farmer co­ 
operativ e, he au thorized pay ­ 
men t of more than $300,000 to 
Democrats an d Repu blican s in 
the election s of 1968, 1970 an d 
1972. 
He also admitted that he had 
au thorized the co-op’s former 
lobby ist, Bob A. Lilly , to giv e 
$10,000 to lawy er Jake Jacobsen 
to pass on to Con n ally for the

Ju ly was the 
first mon th sin ce the begin n in g 
of the su rv ey in which the mu r- 
ketbasket bill wen t u p in ev ery 
city checked. 
Du rin g Ju n e, the AP market­ 
basket wen t down in n in e cities 
an d u p in fou r The 
U.S. De 
partmen t of Agricu ltu re m ar­ 
ketbasket for Ju n e, the latest 


mon th av ailable, showed the 
price for farm-produ ced foods 
declin ed .1 per cen t. 
The higher totals at the en d 
of Ju ly were du e in part to 
higher wholesale prices. The 
Agricu ltu re Departmen t’s Crop 
Reportin g Board said Wedn es 
day that prices of raw farm 
produ cts wen t u p 6 per cen t 
from Ju n e 15 to Ju ly 15 after 
fou r mon ths of declin e 
There were higher prices for 
cattle, wheat, corn , soy bean s 
an d eggs an d lower prices for 
milk, cotton , peaches an d dr> 
bean s The farm price lev els 
were reflected in the market­ 
basket su rv ey . The AP fou n d 
higher prices for eggs, which 
had been steadily declin in g 
sin ce last Au gu st; a n ew rou n d 
of in creases m# the price of 


meat; an d a slight drop in the 
cost of milk. 
Du rin g Ju n e, the price of 
meat wen t down , largely be­ 
cau se of special sales staged by 
su permarkets in respon se to 
gov ern men t pleas. The prices 
receiv ed by farmers for their 
liv estock had been declin in g, 
bu t becau se retail prices re­ 
main ed relativ ely high throu gh 
the first half of this y ear, con ­ 
su mers rebelled an d a backlog 
of meat was created. 
The sales du rin g Ju n e helped 
mov e the backlog on to the fam­ 
ily din n er table an d wholesale 
prices started risin g again 
Now retail prices are right 
back where they were before 
the sales an d some items cost 
more n ow than they did on 
March 1, 1973.

The av erage price 
on March 1, 1973, also was 62 
cen ts Farmers hav e been com­ 
plain in g that they lost mon ey 
an d were forced to cu t back 
produ ction when eggs were sell­ 
in g at bargain prices du rin g the 
first half of this y ear. 
The latest su rv ey showed that 
in creases in the marketbasket 
totals ran ged from a fraction of 
a per cen t in New York City to 
10 per cen t in Miami, Fla The 
av erage in crease was 4 per 
cen t. 
In 11 cities, the bill was high­ 
er at the en d of Ju ly than it 
was on Jan 1, 1974, an d on the 
av erage, prices are 6 per cen t 
higher than they were sev en 
mon ths earlier. From March 1, 
1973, to the en d of Ju ly , the 
marketbasket bill was u p an 


av erage of 20 per cen t. 
On e bright spot du rin g Ju ly 
was milk. The price of a qu art 
of whole milk declin ed in more 
cities than an y other item. The 
av erage price of a qu art of 
milk wen t from 44 cen ts on 
Ju ly I to 43 cen ts at the en d of 
the mon th, a 2 per cen t drop.

To this ex tent, mankind o n the 
glo bal scale has pro gressed to the 
po int it reached o n the lo cal scale 
when, perhaps 10,000 y ears ago , in­ 
div idual fam ilies o r clans go t to geth­ 
er to fo und the first permanent city . 
To this ex tent, it has beco me ro utine 
to send in United Natio ns peace­ 
keeping tro o ps to separate squab­ 
bling “ fam ilies,” fo r ex ample, the 
Greeks and Turks o n the island o f 
Cy prus. 
There, unfo rtunately , the analo ­ 
gy ends. 
In a co mmunity , a quarrel be­ 
tween two parties do es no t threaten 
to thro w the entire neighbo rho o d in­ 
to strife. The law has mechanisms 
fo r settling disputes and any o ne who 
eggs o n the co mbatants o r hands 
them weapo ns will himself be held 
guilty o f breaking the peace. No t so 
when it co mes to disputes between 
natio ns. 
The po tential tragedy o f the war 
that almo st bro ke o ut between Tur­ 
key and Greece, and the actual trag­ 
edy o f the blo o dletting that did take 
place o n Cy prus, was co mpo unded 
by the fact that bo th sides were 
armed to the teeth with the mo st 
mo dern weapo ns o f war. Iro nically , 
these armaments, which were sup­ 
po sedly 
pro v ided to 
secure 
the 
so uthern flank o f the No rth Atlantic 
Treaty Organizatio n against Co m­ 
munist ex pansio nism, no t o nly made 
war between these two traditio nal 
riv als a v ery real po ssibility but 
wo uld hav e made it far mo re dev a­ 
stating than it wo uld be if they had to 
rely o n their o wn reso urces. 
Sure, if Greece and Turkey did 
no t get jets and tanks and bo mbs 
fro m the United States, they wo uld 
get them so meplace else. If no t fro m 
the So v iet Unio n then fro m France, 
ano ther o stensible ally who is ac­ 
tually o ur chief co mpetito r in the in­ 
ternatio nal arms-selling business. 
But in a sane wo rld, a wo rld that 
was a true co mmunity , such fester­ 
ing disputes as the o ne o v er Cy prus 
wo uld no t be permitted to be magni­ 
fied and aggrav ated by o utsiders 
peddling weapo ns o r fo rming alli­ 
ances. No r wo uld such disputes al­ 
way s and inev itably threaten to in­ 
v o lv e the rest o f the co mmunity . 
Thus the further iro ny o f the fact 
that the cease-fire o n Cy prus was 
impo sed no t so much to keep the 
peace fo r the sake o f peace o r to 
minimize human suffering, tho ugh 
these ends were certainly desired, 
as it was to prev ent the fighting fro m 
leading to a clash between the su­ 
perpo wers. 
It is also regrettable that, guided 
by co nsideratio ns o f glo bal “ Realpo - 
litik,” the United States missed an 
o ppo rtunity to stand up fo r interna­ 
tio nal law and o rder. Instead o f de­ 
no uncing the o v erthro w o f the lawful 
head o f state o f Cy prus, Archbisho p 
Makario s, by Greek o fficers and na­ 
tio nal guardsmen in v io latio n o f in­ 
ternatio nal agreement, we initially 
“ tilted” to ward the dictato rship in 
Athens o ut o f co ncern fo r o ur nav al 
bases in G reece--despite the ques­ 
tio nable v alue these bases wo uld 
hav e in the ev ent o f a nuclear sho w­ 
do wn with Russia and the risk o f a 
split with Turkey and o ther NATO 
allies, such as Britain. 
It is by no means o bv io us, o f 
co urse, that American pressure o n 
Greece co uld hav e fo restalled the 
Turkish inv asio n o f Cy prus. We need 
no t, ho wev er, hav e put o urselv es in 
the po sitio n o f the greedy mo nkey 
that go t its hand caught in the bo ttle 
because it co uld no t retriev e the ap­ 
ple in the bo ttle and its hand, to o . 
Yet as tragic and as o mino us as 
the Cy prio te crisis was and still is, it 
do es sho w that the wo rld has made 
so me pro gress. There are still quar­ 
rels between neighbo r natio ns o r be­ 
tween factio ns within natio ns but it 
has beco me unthinkable that they 
sho uld be allo wed to plunge the 
wo rld co mmunity into war. As shaky 
as wo rld peace is, ev en if it is based 
o nly o n the fear o f ato mic ho lo caust, 
at least there is peace. 
We may y et see the day when no t 
o nly is war between the majo r na­ 
tio ns a thing o f the past but recur­ 
ring rumo rs o f war as well.

Much o f the adv erse co mment 
aro se o v er the jo usting o f Go v . Dan­ 
iel Walker and Atty . Gen. William J. 
Sco tt and the inept leadership o f 
Ho use Speaker Ro bert Blair, R-Park 
Fo rest. 
A member o f the legislature ear­ 
lier this week to o k issue with “ the il­ 
lusio n the General Assembly sessio n 
was no npro ductiv e.” 
He is Sen. Dav id Shapiro , R- 
Ambo y , who spo ke at the last m eet­ 
ing o f the Ro tary Club. 
The senato r po inted o ut a cam ­ 
paign disclo sure bill was passed 
which he termed the “ mo st stringent 
ethics legislatio n in the natio n.” 
Sen. Shapiro said the new law re­ 
quires all candidates fo r public o f­ 
fice to repo rt any co ntributio ns and 
ex penditures o f mo re than $15 0 and 
to keep a reco rd fo r inspectio n o f all 
inco me and ex penditure o f mo re 
than $2 0. 
“ Unscrupulo us indiv iduals can 
find way s to ev ade any law and this 
is part o f the reaso n I believ e we 
canno t entirely legislate mo rality . 
“ But this legislatio n go es a lo ng 
way to ward refo rming campaign fi­ 
nancing and may be as much law­ 
making as can be practical o n this 
issue,” o bserv ed the Ambo y an. 
Seco ndly , he no ted the General 
Assembly carried the fight to Go v . 
Walker o n full-funding the reso urce 
equalizatio n 
fo rmula 
and 
unani­ 
mo usly o v erro de his v eto o f $12 mil­ 
lio n in appro priatio n fo r aid to 
scho o ls. 
The reso urce equalizatio n facto r 


was passed a y ear ago , Sen. Shapiro 
related and recalled Go v . Walker 
signed the legislatio n, “ hailing it as 
a great adv ance in the state assum ­ 
ing respo nsibility fo r public educa­ 
tio n and to o k credit fo r the new fo r­ 
m ula.” 
When he v eto ed the $12 millio n 
this y ear, co mplained the senato r, 
“ the go v erno r said he did no t believ e 
in the equalizatio n fo rmula.”

Tax reform bill gets 
preliminary approval 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Tax 
changes benefiting average tax­ 
payers, and one that would re­ 
duce the levy on some wealthy 
individuals, 
have 
been 
ap­ 
proved by the House Ways and 
Means Committee. 
The 
com m ittee 
Tuesday 
wrote the new provisions, effec­ 
tive with next year’s income, 
into a major tax reform bill it 
is preparing for House consid­ 
eration after the impeachment 
proceedings are completed. 
If enacted, the provisions 
would result in an estimated 
$1.6 
billion 
annual 
loss 
in 
Treasury revenues. 
Of principal interest to most * 
taxpayers are proposals to: 
—Increase 
the 
maximum 
standard deduction used by 


those who do not itemize on 
their tax return from $2,000 to 
$2,500, and the rate from 15 to 
17 per cent. 


—Raise the minimum stand­ 
ard deduction that benefits low- 
income persons from $1,300 to 
$1,400 on single tax returns and 
to $1,500 on those of spouses fil­ 
ing jointly. 
—Create 
a 
new 
“ sim­ 
plification deduction” for tax­ 
payers who do itemize. They 
would be allowed to claim up to 
$650 in place of various mis­ 
cellaneous deductions, such as 
the one for state gasoline taxes, 
that the committee has decided 
to repeal. Backers said the 
change would on balance be ad­ 
vantageous to taxpayers.

BO ISE,Idah o (A P ) — Fewer 
than 15 per cent of the trout 
born in American streams live 
to be catchable fish, but there 
is a way to cut that mortality 
rate, according to a fly-fishing 
group. 
Jim Bonnett, president of the 
Boise Valley Fly Fishermen, 
says the way to make the trout 
live longer is to plant them 
younger—as eggs in fact. 
“ I think it’s going to catch on 
all over the country. This is the 
coming thing.” Bonnett said. 
Bonnett said a French icthyo- 
logist. Dr. Richard Vibert, de­ 
veloped a system in the 1940s 
for planting fertilized eggs, in­ 
stead of young fish. Bonnett 
said that using the Vibert sys­ 
tem. the Boise group expects 80 
to 95 per cent of the fish to sur 
vive. 
The problem has been cir­ 
cumvented in the past by plan­ 
ting catchable-size trout 
on 
what fish biologists call a “ put 
and take” system. The hatch­ 


ery-raised fish, accustomed to 
being fed prepared food, are 
not capable of adapting to the 
wild. Therefore, they are not 
expected to survive more than 
one season. 
If they learn quickly and are 
lucky, they may avoid bait on 
hooks and learn to live in the 
alien environment of a stream 
or lake, but few do, Bonnett 
said. 
He said the high mortality for 
fish born in the stream is most­ 
ly caused by predators. The 
streams and lakes are full of 
insects and animals that eat 
the eggs or the young trout be­ 
fore they are large enough to 
avoid danger. 
TTie Boise club plans this win­ 
ter is to plant fertilized eggs in 
the stream in a plastic box de­ 
signed by 
Vibert. The 
box 
keeps predators away from the 
eggs until they hatch. They 
then can escape into the stream 
and grow in the wild, able to 
take care of themselves.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - A 
year ago, motorcycle officer 
Edwin Goulart was returning 
home from the funeral of a fel­ 
low officer who had been gun­ 
ned down on patrol. 
On 
an 
impulse, 
Goulart 
stopped and bought a bullet­ 
proof vest. He found out later 
that more than a dozen other 
officers had done the same 
thing. 
“None of us wanted that — 
the funeral and all — to happen 
to us,” said Goulart, 25. 
Because he bought the vest 
and wore it, it didn’t happen. 
Last month a motorist shot 
him with a 32-caliber pistol as 
he was writing out a ticket. 
Goulart suffered only a chest 
bruise. 
Two weeks after Goulart was 
shot, San Francisco policeman 
Robert 
Hooper 
was 
only 
slightly injured when a motor­ 
ist fired a bullet at his heart. 
He was wearing a vest like 
Goulart’s —costing about 
$50, 
weighing less than four pounds 
and undetectable under his uni­ 
form. 
Impressed by the Goulart in­ 
cident, the Los Angeles City 
Council ordered that 
bullet­ 
proof vests become standard 
equipment for the city’s 7,000 
policemen. The expected cost is 
$350,000 — less than the city 
would have paid in pension 
costs to Goulart’s family had 
he been killed. 
The Los Angeles Sheriff’s De­ 
partment and police depart­ 
ments in San Francisco, New 
York and Detroit are consid­ 
ering buying vests. 
Tests are being conducted to 
determine what kind of vest 
Los Angeles will buy. The rig­ 
ors of police work—including 
running, diving under a car, 
jumping off a motorcycle or 


reaching for a gun—are being 
considered, along with how hot 
it makes the wearer. 
Bullet-proof vests were con­ 
sidered by Los Angeles police 
in 1949 and 1957. They were re­ 
jected because they were too 
heavy and hot. Modern bullet­ 
proof wear is sleek and light. 
Metal has been replaced by fi­ 
ber glass and boron carbide 
which are less cumbersome 
and more bullet resistant. A 
lightweight fabric called Kev- 
lar, now- used instead of steel in 
some radial tires, is used in 
some vests. 
Flak vests, used by soldiers 
to protect against shrapnel, are 
now carried by Los Angeles po­ 
lice in their cars. But as one 
detective said, “Just about ev­ 
ery time we’ve been involved in 
a wild shootout there’s been no 
time to suit up.” 
A 10-year-veteran of the San 
Francisco force, Hooper said, 
“They’re a little like seat belts. 
For a while they were a pain.” 
Hooper said getting shot while 
wearing the vest was “like get­ 
ting hit with a baseball ba t.”

Judiciary Committee to im ­ 
peach President Nixon, is fa c­ 
ing a furious response from 
some party leaders in his gen­ 
erally conservative Midwestern 
congressional district. 
“ Never has anything upset 
Republicans more than this,' 
said state Rep. Clarence E. 
Neff, Henderson County GOP 
chairman. “ It’s pretty hard to 
find a good word for him.’’ 
“ Republican response is very 
adverse, angry 
and 
upset,” 
echoed Walter Sebo, of Canton, 
Fulton 
County 
Republican 
chairman. “They feel he should 
back 
the 
President 
all 
the 
way.” 
Nine counties comprise Rails- 
ba ck’s 19th District in western 
Illinois. All except Rock Island 
County, which returns about 36 
per cent of the district’s vote, 
is rural. Railsback has won 
election easily since he was 
first elected in 1966 and ran 
unopposed in 1972. This year he 
faces Ja m es J . Gende. a Moline 


attorney. 
Robert 
Shult, of Macomb. 
McDonough County Republican 
party treasurer, said he was 
disgusted with Railsbacks votes 
approving the first two articles 
of impeachment. “ I don't know 
how much support I can give 
him in the future.” 
“ Right 
now 
everyone’s 
worked up," said Mrs. 
Don 
Cardosi, 
of 
Canton, 
Fulton 
County 
party 
trea su rer. 
“They’re not thinking clearly. 
TheyVe mad, disappointed and 
hurt. 
“ When 
November 
comes 
they’ll vote for the legislator, 
but there’ll be quite a few Re­ 
publican 
defections 
— 
who 
won’t get over their hurt.” she 
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predicted. 
Railsback was one of six 
committee Republicans on the 
House 
Judiciary 
Committee 
who approved the first article 
of impeachment, accusing Nix 
on in the Watergate coverup. 
He was one of seven Republi­ 
cans voting to impeach on the 
second article, which charged 
the President with broad abuse 
of powers. The votes may be a 
bellwether of Republican senti­ 
ment in the full House. 
Railsback rejected three oth­ 
er articles of impeachment, in­ 
cluding one introduced by his 
Illinois Republican colleague 
Robert McClorv, citing Nixon 
for failure to comply with con­ 
gressional subpoenas. 


In arguing against the last 
three proposed articles. Rails­ 
back accused some members of 
the committee with engaging in 
“political overkill.” 
One Railsback aide countered 
the adverse party reaction by 
saying, “Gende came out in fa ­ 
vor of impeachment last De­ 
cember, but somehow that’s 
getting lost in all the heat.” 
And at one county fair over 
the weekend, staff aides report­ 
ed difficulty in trying to give 
out Railsback buttons. Only 150 
were given away with many 
persons angrily turning them 
down. 
“This whole thing is getting 
to be a nightmare,” said an 
aide. 


However, Jean Arndt, Rock 
Island County GOP chairman, 
specula ted 
that 
Ra ilsba ck 
might draw additional labor 
support because of his votes. 
And some Republican leaders 
conceded that Railsback had 
voted his conscience and not 
political considerations. 
“ While it was just the oppo­ 
site of what I would have voted 
it s an asset to the party that 
he voted according to his con­ 
science,” said Mrs. Cardosi.

Fat, obesity, overweight, or 
whatever you call it, is not 
caused by sugar alone, or 
potatoes, dessert, meat, soft 
drinks, bread, or candy. 
Fatness usually comes from 
eating too much: from con­ 
suming more calories in food 
than the body can burn up for 
energy needs. These extra 
calories are stored as fat; fat 
that shows in increased body 
size, girth, and weight. 
When food calorie 
intake 
drops below calorie outgo — by 
eating less and exercising more 
— fat decreases. 
To reduce body fat suc­ 
cessfully, wise dieters do not 
cut out any one food. Food fats, 
contributing more than twice as 
many calories as sugar, ounce 
for ounce, and carbohydrates 
too, stay in a balanced reducing 
diet. They are cut down, not 
out, because a variety of foods 
is needed to get all the nutrients 
essential to health. A diet con­ 
taining no sugar and only a 
minimum 
of carbohydrate 
might curtail excess fat, but 
only if there was also enough of 
a reduction in the total intake of 
calories. 
To stay well and healthy on 
such a diet would be difficult, 
for eventually carbohydrates 
would be needed for metabolic 
balance.

Cataract surgery performed on tiger 
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E 
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CHICAGO 
(AP) — A 
10- 
month-old Siberian tig er under­ 
went cataract surg ery W ednes­ 
day , just like hum ans — m ore 
or less. 
The 16 9 -pound anim al was 
strapped on his back to a table, 
draped 
with 
g ray 
surg ical 
sheets, and thoroug hly anesthe­ 
tized 
— 
very 
thoroug hly 
anesthetized. 
The tig er lives at Lincoln 
P ark Zoo, one of a few hundred 
of the endang ered species re ­ 
m aining in the wild and in cap­ 
tivity . 
After being sedated, he was 
taken — like his brother in 
January — to the University of 
Illinois m edical center, where a 


team of doctors and nurses 
aw aited him. 
Surg ery was delay ed m ore 
than an hour because the m edi­ 
cal team had difficulty g etting 
the unnam ed anim al to sleep. 
They had trouble finding a vein 
in which to inject the anesthet­ 
ic. 
After that, every thing went 
smoothly , with the tig er only 
occasionally twitching a paw or 
breathing heavily . 
Dr. Edw ard Cotlier, professor 
of ophthamolog y at the univer­ 
sity , operated first on the left 
ey e. Then Dr. Samuel J. Vain- 
isi, a G reen Bay , Wis., veter­ 
inarian, operated on the rig ht 
ey e. 


All the while, Dr. B arbara 
Stein, also a veterinarian, lis­ 
tened 
to 
the 
tig er’s 
heart 
throug h her stethoscope and 
felt his pulse while anesthetic 
dripped into a vein in the rig ht 
hind leg . 
Vainisi ex plained the oper­ 
ation, which could be seen on a 
television screen as it pro­ 
ceeded. 
The doctors looked throug h 
m ag nify ing lenses as they did 
their work, first m aking a tiny 
incision in the ey e, then in­ 
jecting an instrum ent to re ­ 
move the cataract. 
The actual rem oval took only 
about six m inutes for each ey e. 
A procedure called phacoe- 


m ulsification was used. This in­ 
strum ent has, in effect, twin 
needles. One dissolves the lens 
and hard cataract tissue, while 
the other sucks it out. 


This procedure was devel­ 
oped a few y ears ag o for use on 
hum an being s. 
For use on the tig er, Cotlier 
ex plained, it has the advantag e 
of requiring only one suture to 
close the incision, even thoug h 
the ey e is two and a half tim es 
as big as a hum an ey e. 
With the so-called peeling 
procedure to rem ove cataracts, 
25 stitches would be required 
and there would be a dang er 
that the sutures would be bro- 


ken by the tig er’s activities 
The tig er will be fitted with a 
big projecting collar so he can­ 
not scratch his ey es while they 
are healing . His keepers will 
have to put drops in his ey es 
three or four tim es a day for 
several weeks to aid in the 
healing . 
Dr. Erich R 
M aschg an, a 
Lincoln P ark Zoo veterinarian, 
said the anim al had lost 9 0 per 
cent of his vision before sur­ 
g ery and had difficulty even 
finding his food. 


“ His brother did beautifully .” 
M aschg an said, adding that 
there is every reason to ex pect 
that this anim al will too.

Crowds of men and women 
sw arm every Tuesday around 
trucks loaded with corn, to­ 
m atoes, squash, cucum bers and 
other produce buy ing in sig ht. 
“It’s am azing ,” said Dick 
M y ers, a bearded farm er from 
Middletown. “We can ’t sell it 
fast enoug h.” 
Spring field started its F a rm ­ 
ers M arket three weeks ag o in 
an effort to lure shoppers away 
from big superm arkets in the 
city ’s shopping center to the 
downtown area. 


‘We sell sweet corn to the su­ 
perm arkets, too,” said M y ers, 
who farm s about 
100 acres 
north of Spring field. “ We g et 
about 8 0 or 9 0 cents a dozen for 
corn. Here we sell it retail, 
about $1 to $1.25 a dozen. But 
the custom er g ets it fresh, 
picked this m orning .” 
Som e 
sh oppers 
g rum ble 
about 
prices, 
say ing 
they 
should be lower than in super­ 
m arkets. But most w ere m ore 
concerned with freshness and 
quality . 
“The barg ain is in the fresh 
ness,” said Linda Adams of 
Virdon who boug ht a bushel of 
string beans and sacks of corn 
and brussels sprouts. 
“ This 


stuff lies in the stores for day s 
and day s. T here’s a real differ­ 
ence.” 
Thus far, only a shortag e of 
produce to m eet the dem and 
has clouded the success of the 
venture. Some shoppers m ade 
special trips downtown, foug ht 
the crowd and then found what 
they wanted sold out. They 
vowed they would not return. 
“ I just wish they ’d g et some 
m ore farm ers in here to take 
som e of the pressure off,” said 
Sam McCall, a farm er from 
Chatham . 
“Otherwise, 
this 
thing is g reat. We’re m aking 
money and the people love it.” 
On the first Tuesday , both 
M y ers and McCall sold out be­ 


fore the m arket was scheduled 
to open. Both cam e back with 
m ore produce the second w eek, 
but were mobbed by the crowd 
before they could g et their 
trucks backed into position. 
“We’ll have m ore farm ers 
down there in the weeks to 
com e,” said Denny Kelley of 
the Spring field Central Area 
Development Association. 
Kelley said poor w eather de­ 
lay ed m any crops. 
‘T h e old farm ers’ m arket 
idea has interested me for 
y ea rs,” he said. “ I ’ve seen 
these thing s work in other 
cities, but this is phenom enal, 
better than we ever thoug ht it 
would be.” 


Chicago legal secretaries 
put their bosses on trial 


CHICAGO (AP) — Some ot 
Chicag o’s downtown law firm s 
have been put on trial in an ex ­ 
tra-leg al courtroom and found 
g uilty of em ploy m ent practices 
which rile their secretaries. 
A mock trial was stag ed 
nig ht by a g roup of secretaries 
who drew up a seven-point bill 
of rig hts protesting 
ag ainst 
what they called poor salaries, 
overwork, condescension from 
lawy ers and lack of job ad­ 
vancem ent opportunities. 
The 
women, 
m em bers 
of 
Women Employ ed, an org an­ 
ization of downtown working 
women, also complained there 
is a common misconception 
that leg al secretaries are better 
off than their counterparts with 
other bosses. Not so, they said. 
The mock trial was held 
W ednesday nig ht after a poll by 
W.E. for 
“w orst em ploy er” 


turned up 42 nom inations from 
100 downtown law firm s. 
Complaints included that le­ 
g al secretaries are required to 
do para-leg al work such as 
drawing up papers, citations 
and com plaints without receiv­ 
ing due recom pense and run­ 
ning 
condescending 
errands 
such as fetching coffee and 
lunch. 
One secretary in an interview 
before the mock trial said she 
often 
conducts 
client 
in ter­ 
views. T hat’s law y er’s work 
which an attorney can charg e 
$50 or $75 an hour while the 
secretary is g etting $4 to $5 an 
hour, she said. 
The averag e salary of a leg al 
secretary is $7 ,000 to $9 ,000, the 
women said. 
One secretary who testified 
at the mock trial said when 
secretaries at her firm put 


forth a proposal to do more 
para leg al work in a tte m pt 
to g ain leg al ex perience, some 
lawy ers thoug ht the move was 
rebellious. 
‘“You’re a bunch of power- 
hung ry secretaries who should 
be 
chained 
to 
y our 
ty pe­ 
w riters,” ’ she quoted one of the 
law y ers as say ing 
Another witness complained 
how secretaries are shuffled 
back and forth among lawy ers 
in the sam e firm 
“ without 
being consulted.” 
“ We’re not 
interchang eable parts like ty pe­ 
w riter ribbons,” she said 
Another witness complained 
about health care and pension 
plans. 
She said many law firm s had 
no 
provision 
for 
m aternity 
leaves and secretaries were of­ 
ten ex cluded from pension and 
profit plans.

EVANSTON, 111. (AP) - “ I 
find myself looking at white 
Anglo-Saxon males and asking 
How do you get so arro­ 
gant?’,” says a woman Episco­ 
pal deacon who has twice de­ 
clined offers of ordination to 
the priesthood. 
The Rev. Phyllis Edwards 
says she turned down both of­ 
fers — including one from the 
four bishops who ordained 11 
women priests in Philadelphia 
Monday — for personal rea­ 
sons. 
The first 
ordination offer 
came 10 years ago from the 
controversial Bishop James A. 
Pike, then Episcopal bishop of 
California, who died in 1969. 
She turned him down, and 
Pike, censured for it by the 
church he later renounced, op­ 
ted for a “ service of recogni­ 
tion” in which he proclaimed 
her ministry as a deaconess 
equal to that of a male deacon. 
“ The sad thing about what 
happened yesterday (Monday) 
is that there were no diocesan 
bishops involved,” said the 
Rev. Edwards. “ Under church 
law they can’t (ordain priests) 
without an order from a dioce­ 
san bishop.” 


“ I was offered the chance by 
one of the four, but 1 said No 
thank you.’ Not at the moment. 
One reason was that my in­ 
volvement with Jim Pike in 
1964, 1965 and 1966. and the 
church’s response (then), might 
hurt those who were ordained,” 
the Rev. Edwards said 
Another reason said the 57- 
year-old director of religious 
education at St. Matthew’s Par­ 
ish in Evanston, was “ 1 can’t 
put my job on the line.” 
“ I am very much in favor of 
the ordination of women to the 
priesthood, and I feel that the 
church must ordain women at 
some time.” 
She also said she feels lucky 
to be among the nearly 200 
women deacons in her church, 
and to “ have a job. My rector 
is very supportive of me and 
helps me to be a person in­ 
volved in the ministry.” 


A former San Francisco an­ 
tipoverty worker, the Rev. Ed­ 
wards said sometimes civil dis­ 
obedience is the only way to 
get unjust laws changed. 
But she declined to predict 
whether Monday’s ordination 
ceremony will lead to general 
acceptance of the ordination of 
women in the near future. 
“ If it brings the issue to the 
fore so that people must deal 
with it, that will be good,” she 
said. “ But if it makes it an is­ 
sue people want to bury, that 
will be sad.” 
As a deacon, a man or wom­ 
an may do most of the minis­ 
terial functions of a priest, but 
may not consecrate bread and 
wine at Holy Eucharist services 
or grant absolution. 
“ I really don’t know how to 
phrase it, exactly, but the real 
question is whether Christ died 
for everybody. If redemption 
has to do with all people, it has 
to do with women. If it doesn’t 
have to do with all ... there’s 
no place for women in the 
church,” she said 
“ The bishops involved in the 
ordination ceremony Monday 
decided that it was more im­ 
portant to follow the guides of 
the Holy Spirit than to follow 
church law,” said the Rev. Ed-

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wards, who marched with Mar­ 
tin Luther King Jr. at Selma, 
Ala., in 1965. 
She said the Selma march 
“ clarified things to me, as a 
person Women were as much 
oppressed as other minorities.

‘‘When I returned to the Dioc­ 
ese of California, I found my­ 
self being called upon to talk 
about the relation between the 
subjugation of blacks and wom­ 
en in the church.

DEAR D R. LAMB - You had 
a column about salmon. I am on 
a low-fat and low-cholesterol 
diet. On the diet given to me by 
my doctor it states to “ avoid 
any canned fish in oil.” It 
seems most fish are canned 
with oil added, and it is usually 
soybean oil. Now, I usually 
have fresh fish, halibut or 
turbot. But occasionally I find it 
inconvenient to prepare fish, 
and I have purchased canned 
salmon. The cans do not include 
any statement that oil has been 
added so I presume it hasn’t 
been. Right? 


You stated 
that 
different 
kinds of salmon had different 
amounts of fat. The salmon 
here 
is 
labeled 
“ Alaska 
Sockeye” or “ Pink.” I would 
like to have you clarify your fat 
statements. My nutritional 
book 
doesn't 
break 
down 
canned salmon into varieties, 
but simply states 
canned 
salmon is 13.2 per cent fat by 
weight. 
DEAR REA D ER — First, 
canned salmon does not have 
added oil. You are right on that. 
Many fish are very low in fat. 
and when canned, oil is added 
for the taste. But, you can get 


water-packed tuna 
in 
most 
places. 
It makes a lot of difference 
whether you are talking about 
the percentage of the weight as 
fat or the percentage of the 
calories that are fat. because a 
gram of fat contains a lot more 
calories than a gram of protein. 
Here’s how the main types of 
canned 
salmon 
stack 
up 
(values 
include liquids and 
solids in the can): 
1. Chinook (king) — 14 per 
cent of its weight is fat; 60 per 
cent of its calories are fat. 
2. Chum — 5.2 per cent of its 
weight is fat; 30.4 per cent of its 


calories are fat. 
3. Coho (silver) —7.1 per cent 
of its weight is fat ; 42.2 per cent 
of its calories are fat. 
4. Pink (humpback) — 5.9 per 
cent of its weight is fat; 38.1 per 
cent of its calories are fat. 
5. Sockeye (red) — 9.3 per 
cent of its weight is fat; 49.4 per 
cent of its calories are fat. 
These figures are based on 
the 
U.S. 
Department 
of
